2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7)

1. Claim 6 does not satisfy the criterion set forth in Article 33(2) PCT. Because,document Dldiscloses a washing machine with an 
electrolytic water generating device , so that detergent is not necessary, and in which the electrolyser of the said device is hung on and 
fixed to the case of the washing machine (cflcol. 1,1.32 to col 2,1.6 ,figl,2). Hence, in respect of document Dl, the subject-matter of 
claim 6 dose not involve an Novelty. 

Consequently; the subject-matter of claim 6 appears to be not new and does not fufil the requirement of Article 33(2) PCT . 

2. Document Dl already discloses the additional features of the dependent claim 12 (cf. col.l,1.34;fig 1). Therefore, claim 12 appears to 
lack Novelty and does not fufil the requirement of Article 33(2) PCT . 

3. The prior art does not teach or suggest the washing machine according to any one of claims 1-5 and 7-11, nor the washing 
method according to any one of claims 13-24.Therefore claims 1-5,7-11 and 13-24 fulfil the requirements of Articles 33(2) and 
33(3) PCT. 



4. The claimed invention can be made or used in industry, namely it is industrially applicable. Therefore claims 1 to 24 fulfil the 
requirement of Article 33(4)PCT. 
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
